of the state highway fund, federal 
aid will be wihdiawn from Texn 
roads hereafter, 
h his is the situa­ 
tion as presented to the people of 
Texas under the federal road policy 
now in force, according to Walter V. 
Crawford, 
president 
of 
the Texas 
Highway Association. 
It presents an emergency which, 
instead of being several years off in 
its final effect, as was formerly sup­ 
posed, is upon us nou. 
It is manifest 
that the use of state funds for the 
repair of roads built in part with 
federal funds is going to require ad­ 
justments which can not be made too 
soon and which may very easily be 
made too late. 
T«*rts does not abso 
lutely have to change her organic law 
in this matter. 
Texas does not abso­ 
lutely have to do anything. 
Texas 
can do without federal aid. 
But co 
foolish a policy surely will not appeal 
to the people of ‘he state. 
Texas 
taxes go to Washington, aud under a 
general federal read policy Texas 
roads deserve a portion of the ex­ 
penditure involveo 
in that policy. 
Compliance with the reasonable term 
of that policy, therufore, is the only 
satisfactory solution of the difficulty. 
And it is manifest that the federal 
government has a right to demand 
that its expenditures on Texas roads 
shall not become pure waste thru 
the neglect of Texans to maintain 
those roads. 
It may be argued that 
it is unjust, because of the delinquen­ 
cy of two or three counties, to penal­ 
ize the whole state, but that, in turn, 
may be considered the fault of Hu* 
whole state thru its failure to require 
counties to maintain roads to which 
state funds have been contributed. 
There is no way out except the ob­ 
vious one of making the practice cf 
the state conform to the requirement 
of the federal grant. 
The fact that there may be occa­ 
sion for the drastic action contem­ 
plated by federal authorities is proof 
enough that some sort of action 
ought speedily to be taken by tin' 
state to the end that our good roads 
may be preserved, instead of being 
allowed by slothful or careless local 
custodians to crumble away into pot­ 
holes and quagmires.

There was considerable discussion 
during the Wise county teachers’ i n ­ 
stitute held in Decatur last week as 
to the meaning of that part of the 
eligibility rule of the interscholastic 
league concerning attendance, an t 
especially concerning transfers. 
In 
order that members schools might 
better understand this rule, the fol­ 
lowing is given: 
(1 )— The transfer rule shall not 
affect the eligibility of any student 
who transferred before the end of 
the 1921-22 school year. 
( 2 ) - —The transfer rule shall not 
apply in any case where a student 
does not leave home to attend school" 
This interpretation is for the benefit 
of the student in a rural district who 
lives close enough to attend two or 
more schools. 
In this case he has 
the right to select the best school 
and is not forced, in order to be eli­ 
gible for athletics, to attend the 
nearest school to his home which 
might be inferior or actually mo'-e 
inaccessible than another. 
(3 )— The term “nearest school” 
as used in the transfer rule means 
the nearest school to the home of 
the student as measured by the pub­ 
lic road.

ISTORY’S BIGGEST! 
HIGHWAY PROJECT 


The highw ay construction program 
of the federal governm ent is the big 
gest project of its kind in history, 
much bigger than the project to build 
the Panam a canal. 
The tentative program of the gov­ 
ernm ent contem plates the construc­ 
tion of a national system of highways 
com posed of the various state sys­ 
tem s, com prising seven per cent o 
the total post road m ileage of th* 
United States. 
It w ill include aboil* 
160.000 miles of im proved highw ay., 
12.000 of which w ould be in Texas 
I t will cost approxim ately $3,000 
000,000, and will probably re q u i’< 
fifteen years to complete. 
The federal governm ent propose 
to pay half of the cost of construct 
ing this syste, requ irin g the stat* 
to pay the o th er half in each cast 
and th a t the state shall m aintain tin 
roads after they aru built. 
In Texas th e sta*e has no author­ 
ity to build and m aintain highway? 
and tem porarily th ij requirem ent ha 
been suspended so fa r as Texas i, 
concerned* in o rd er to give the peoph 
th e o pportunity to change the law 
so as to em pow er the state govern 
m en t to build and m aintain roads 
So fa r the federal governm ent ha> 
a ppropriated $500,000,000 for roan 
construction in the s ates, and about 
$30,000,000 oi this has been alloted 
to Texas.

Washington.—Of interest In connec­ 
tion with many reports of destructive 
forest fires in several parts of the 
country Is a circular of the biological 
survey of the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture stressing the ef­ 
fect of such fires on game and game 
preservation. A fire which rages over 
any large area destroys not only the 
birds and other game, themselves, but 
their food and shelter, and though one 
takes little Interest in forest-flre preven­ 
tion for the suke of preserving trees, 
he may be more interested in saving 
the game and fish. 
Food Goes; So Does Bird. 
Decrease of one or both of the ele­ 
ments of food and shelter means a 
corresponding decrease in the number 
of valuable wild creatures. 
The be­ 
lief that burning over in certain local­ 
ities is beneficial because It promotes 
new grass ignores the fact that the 
grass thus obtained does not compen­ 
sate for the destruction of the trees 
and shelter and food required by the 
animals, says the survey. 
Partridges 
in particular suffer from forest or 
brush fires. When their favorite places 
are burned over and their food and 
shelter are gone. they are obliged to 
seek new localities and face new dan-

Burning of the ground cover in for­ 
ests of longleaf and shortleaf pine 
kills the young trees as they emerge 
and results in thin, straggling growth. 
I ’he 
burning of 
timber 
and other 
ground cover which should absorb and 
retain moisture also accelerates the 
run-off and affects the stream flow at 
different seasons to such an extent 
that the supply of fish may be mate­ 
rially decreased.
